Instructor Gives Illustrated 
Lecture Depicting the De- 
velopment in DhMbUc Ar- 
chitecture . 

An Ulustrated lecture on "MOW 
Materials and Methods of Con- 
struction as Employed in the Dem- 
onstration House of the Century of 
Progre.ss Exposition" was delivered 
by Joseph Barron, lecturer in the 
University art department, at a 
convocation of students and facul- 
ty of the ■Htaaaring OoUego in 
Memorial banWedneeday morning.
